While in San Francisco, conducting 
a clinic, Dr Skeffington. speaking be- 
fore the Rotary Club on the subject 
“The Eyes of the Citizen of the Fu- 


ture” said ‘Thousands of children, 
who would be successful students and 
ultimate successes in life, fail yearly 
through undetected poor eyes” 

“The poor grades card, the reluct- 
ance to study, the hatred of books con 
stitute the first symptoms of eye 
trouble, far more than headaches and 
inability to see’ continued Dr Skeffing 
ton “If the child goes to sleep at his 
desk fails to make good grades in his 
classes, have his eyes examined im- 
mediately, for the ‘Whole Child’ is 
rot there. He is being seriously handi 
capped by inefficient vision” 

“Thousands of children are annu- 
ally being treated in school, discouray 
eg and being turned toward failure by 
parents who do not understand the 
modern eye problem. The child in the 
fiffh grade today is demanding more 
of his eyes than the greatest philosop- 
her who ever lived before the modern 
irdustrial era” 

“The eyes of the Citizen of the Fu 
ture, must be accommodated to the 
conditions under which we live. Mod 
erm men, having subjected Nature and 
created a mechanical environment 
nust adopt his eyes to it. The child 
cf to-day pays the penalty and unless

“The United States paid thirty mil 
lions in losses through children put 
back in schools in 1927 Modern tech- 
niques and methods can correct all 
these problems. The modern slogan is 
“Send the Whole Child to School’’ not 
a handicapped youngster, doomed to 
partial or complete failure”

AIR EXPRESS RATES 
FOR WEST ARE SET 


WINNIPEG—tThe ability to save 
time by air express was proven when 
the De Haviland 61, plane of the West 
ern Canada Airways, finaly glided to 
a stop on the grounds of the Kirkfield 
aerodrome here, carrying several Can 
adian Pacific Express packages from 
Edmonton and Saskatoon for delivery 
in this city 

From Edmonton to Saskatoon the 
500 miles was covered in three hours 
and 45 minutes, which is a saving 
of several hours This trial trip has 
proved to be quite satisfactory and 
the officials of the Canadian Pacific 
Express will inaugurate next month 
a regular bi-weekly service connect- 
ing with arrivals and departures of 
treins at plane-calling cities between 
here and Edmonton This air-express 
service has created considerable in- 
terest among business men enabling 


'come joint owners with the C.P.R. in 


them to give rapid transport and if 
recessary to accompany the  ship- 
ment 

The method of procedure for this 
service is that the Canadian Pacific 
Express agent will gather all parcels 
marked with the air-express stamp 
end convey them by truck to the air- 
field, where after careful checkings 
they are turned over to the 
who after signing a receipt, deposits 
them in a specially designed cubicle 
in the lower front part of the plane 
Upon arrival in each city the parcels 
destined for that point are turned 
over to the express:agent for delivery 

The scales of charges for this air- 
express service was issued today from 
the offices of the Canadian Pacific 
Express They are as follows: From 
Winnipeg to Regina per quarter 
pcund 50 cents, to Calgary 60 cents 
and to Edmonton 70 cents From Re- 
gina to Calgary per quarter pound 50 
cents, to Edmonton 60 cents while 
from Calgary to Edmonton 40 cents 
and to Saskatoon 50 cents per quarter 
pound Bdmonton to Saskatoon is also 
4¢ cents with a charge of 60 from Ed 
monton ‘to Winnipeg From Sackatoon 
to Winnipeg the rate per quarter 
pound is 50 cents A minimum charge 
will bé made for a full pound 

These charges will go into effect 
immediately upon the official establish 
ment of a reguar service which is ex

BEATTY EXPLAINS 
MERGER METHOD 


MONTREAL—The Montreal Star 
has received the following message 
from E. W. Beatty president of the 
C.P.R. in answer to a request for in- 
formation as to the procedure to be 
aliowed relative to the purchase of the 
Alberta railways. The message came 
from President Beatty’s train at Sud 
bury: 

“Details of method of administra- 
tion cannot be determine’ until de- 
cision of Canadian National railways 
to join in purchase is made, but it 
will give no difficulty in view of simi- 
lar arrangements being very common 
elsewhere in the United States and 
Canada. The general scheme would 
be joint ownership with each of the 
owning companies nominating half of 
the directors managing officers, the 
profits to be divided equally between 
the owning companies and deficts like 
wise shared” 


TORONTO—The Canadian Pacific 
railway is prepared to face deficts for 
the next five years on its newly-ac 
quired Alberta railways. This was 
stated by E. W. Beatty president of 
the railway who reached this city af- 
ter an eight thousand mile tour of the 
Canadian west. By the terms of the 
purchase the Canadian National rail- 
ways have until the end of the year to 
decide whether or not’ they will be- 


the 900 miles of Alberta railways and 
the deal is still subject to ratification 
hy the federal government 

Regardless of whether the C.N.R. 
comes in or not Mr Beatty said that 
there are certain to be deficits but he 
hoped that they could be converted 
into a profit within five years 

“I never saw the west looking so 
well” said the C.P.R. head “I have 
been going out west twice a year for 
many years and I have never’ seen 
conditions so uniformly good”

novel “Resurrection” has been in the 
past thirty years Edwin Carewe dir- 
ector and co-producer with Inspira- 
tion Pictures of the picturization 
which opens at the Elite Theatre on 
Thursday Friday and Saturday this 
week discovered innumerable film 
fans in rural cities of America who 
believed any film or novel entitled 
“Resurrection” must be a tale of the 
Christ Carewe, wrote more than three 
thousand letters in reply to filmgoers 
who queried him, while he was direct- 
ing Rod La Rocque and Dolores del 
Rio in the film, made in California To 
each he explained that ‘“Resurrec- 
tion” is no a religious story, not a 
bibical tale—and that Leo Tolstoy’s 
flesh-and-blood drama makes splen- 
did reading in any language 

Carewe said that ‘Resurrection” 
is simply a very human study of 
bared souls unaer the lash of selfish 
passions, and of great sacrifice to 
which a higher, cleaner love of man 
“or woman and woman for man lifted 
prince and peasant He told his unen- 
lightened correspondents that the title 
“Resurrection” referred to the spirit- 
ral and moral rebirth of the souls of 
Prince Dmitri and Katusha Maslova 
deadened in sin The American direct 
or declared that he had faithfully pre 
served the spirit and letter of Tol- 
stoy’s great novel and that the ending 
of the picture is the logical ending of 
the novel, with the moral to be found 
in the story itself 

Rod La Rocque plays the role of 
Frince Dmitri and Dolores led Rio 
is Katusha Maslova, the peasant girl 
who is the victim of profaned love. La 
Rocque’s work in “The Ten Command 
nents” and “Gigolo” remained in 
Carewe’'s mind until the hour when he 
reed an actor of sufficient power and 
fineness to play Dmitri Miss del Rio

FINDING SLACKERS, 
IN HARVESTERS 


WINNIPEG—‘We are just finding 
out the ‘slackers’ that’s all; and I am 
quite confident that the majority of

Plenty of Work 

“There is plenty of work” said Mr 
Forke mentioning that 1,500 men had 
been wanted at Regina that morning 


from Ottawa to see that the five Brit 
ishers on his own farm got a good 
start He thought the farmers who 
cut the wages of British harvesters 
because of inexperience were being a 
little shabby” At the same time he 
agreed that men new to the work 
were bound to be inferior to experi 
enced hands 

The minister warmly praised the 
work of Mr Gelley in handling affairs 
at the immigration hall under most

THE ALBERTA RED 
CROSS. SITUATION 


Since the inauguration of the Peace 
Time Programme of the Canadian 
Red Cross, the Alberta Division has 
spent hundred of thousands of dollars 
within the province. This money has 
been spent in relief work, out-post 
hospitals, home nursing classes, immi 
gation work, Junior Red Cross in the 
schools general health education work 
and in connection with the Crippled 
Children’s work on which work alone 
$160,000.00 has been spent 

A large part of the money spent a 
quarter of a million, in fact has been 
given to us in annual grants by the 
National Office in Toronto, who be- 
lieve the work the Alberta Division 
was doing was worthy of that support 
The funds at National office however 
have become depleted, arid this year 
our grant was cut by $15,000.00 and 
next year we will have to be self- sup 
porting 

This situation leaves the question of 
the continuance of Red Cross services 
in Alberta squarely up to the people 
of the province We need $65,000.00 
| yearly to carry on our work. Over 
$50,000.00 of thats um must be raised 
by voluntary contribution. Unless 
therefore you rally to the support of 
Red Cross and by each doing his or 
ber share, enable us to raise this a- 
riount Red Cross must discontinue 
the services it has been giving 

This means stopping our immigra- 
tion and health work, reducing our 
outpost hospital work, and worst of 
all curtailing our crippled children’s 
work Are you willing this should hap 
pen? 

As President of the Alberta Divis 
ion I féll that Red Cross Services are 
too valuable to lose, and I believe that 
when the people of this province real

ly visionary but practical 

_The publishers were taken for a 
Crive through the Lethbridge district 
by members of the Board of Trade 
and also made a trip by motor to Ray 
mond and were taken through the sug 
ar beet factory located there The 
manufacture of sugar from beets is 
on intricate process and entails infin- 
ite care and attention in order to 
bring out the real quality of sugar 
from the beets Experienced guides 
told of each step in the manufacture 
of sugar and it required over an hour 
to go through thei mmense plant The 
plant was being overhauled for the 
fall run which the guide estimated 
would be about forty five days For 
the remainder of the year the plant 
was practically idle Sugar beets were 
worth from $8.00 to $15.00 pert ton 
and it was not uncommon to raise 
from ten to fifteen tons to the acre. 
Sugar beets are contracted for by the 
acre. They are planted in rows and re 
quire considerable attention by those 
who give them the proper attention 
ere generally rewarded handsomely 
for their work Housewives should re- 
member that good sugar is made in 
Alberta 

Southern Alberta, especially that 
stretched from Calgary to Lethbridge 
has had a good crop of wheat this 
year Acres and acres as far as the 
eve can see the stooks are standing 
rexcy for the thresher. or where the 
combines are used, ure grain lies in 
lung rows, cut by the s:vathers. dry- 
ing ‘vt. getting prepay 'd :or the con.

admission there can be no question 
The world is full of square pegs in 
round holes, and round pegs in square 
holes.

Any school that can place a man or 
woman in the niche that person is 
supposed to fill and taech him how 
to order his every day life and meet 
its problems intelligently, is certainly 
doing the community a vast service 
and is entitled to every measure of 
sympathy and support that may be 
given 


of the curriculum The = subjects 
offered are the adjustments confront 
ed in life, such as occupation, educa- 
tion, economics, marriage, home sex, 
play, leisure, community life, and so 
on 

We know that most psychoses (ab 
normalities of the mind) are brought 
about and characterized by an inabill 
ty of the individual to adjust himself 
to his surroundings He is unable to 
meet problems effectively and har- 
monize himself with his environment 
and everything that forms a part of 
it Many potential psychotics will be 
cured in this school 

Nature of the Course 

A week is devoted to discussion of 
each of the above subjects During 
this time students are asked to relate 
their personal problems and worries 
in that particular phase of human ex- 
perience, following which there are 
discussoins based on the generaliza- 
tions derived from these personal ex- 
periences Lectures and readings on 
these topics are a part of the pro- 
gram 


What is Taught 
Ordinary academic work is not part 
‘ 


There is no question that many will 
come away from this summer school 
minus some of the complexes to 
which they had previously clung so 
tenaciously When pcople find that 
others have had the same experiences 
rroblems and worries that they had 
suffered these will lose much of their 
“personal” charm and become so 
much mist The best way to get rid 
of unpleasant complexes by those un 
able to live in peace with them, is to 
drag them out into the daylight where 
everybody can see them and peck at 
them until there is nothing left 

Good Done by Such a School 
I venture the opinion that funda- 
mentally this is the basis for much 
of the good that is bound to accrue 
to those who attend this and similar 
schools The person of an inrospec- 
tive and self-conscious nature is go- 
ing to develop a healthy outlook in 
the place of a morbid inlook, after 
a few weeks’ attendance at such a

There is only one way to make life 
more easily lived to take out some 
cf its resistance—-by teaching people 
who are thrust into the world without 
their knowledge or bidding how to 
overcome its handicaps, meet its haz 
ards, and conquer its hardships Those 
who are able to do this, sail through 
satisfactorily Those who can’t make 
a mess of it

protect others from disease in the 
same way that you expect them to 
protect you. It is not easy, living as 
most of us do, to keep out of reach of 
the other person’s germs. It is only 
tair that we should all do our best 
to limit their spread 

To begin with, there are certain 
simple habits of what we might call 
ordinary decency that everyone can 
practise, and which would do much 
to prevent the spread of disease 
germs The first is to use the hand 
kerchief to sneeze and to cough into 
If the sneeze or cough catches one 
unawares, the head can be lowered 
and the sneeze or cough directed at 
the ground, rather than into the faces 
cf those around 

.The next step is never to use a com 
mon drinking cup, common towel or 
ccmmon wash-cloth. The reason is 
that such articles become soiled with 
body secretions and it is in these sec 
retions that the disease. germs leave 
the body and may be transferred to 
another person 

It should not be necessary to warn 
against such obvious dangers as us- 
ing the saliva to moisten the handker 
chief to clean the baby’s face, or to 
give the baby something off the fork 
cr spoon that has been in someone's 
mouth 

There is one important practice for 
cveryone and that is the washing of 
hends before eating. Our hands be- 
come soiled We should train ourselves 
to keep them away from our faces 
We should never touch food without 
having thoroughly washed the hands 
In’ this practice lies much of our 
means of protecting ourselves from 
communicable disease ‘

WHAT IS WRITTEN 
—— IS THE LAW 


Of course you know that ignorance 
of the law is not accepted as an _ ex- 
cuse for violating the law. It is your 
business to know the automobile code 
o: your State and the municipal or- 
dinances of your city Not only that, 
but you are supposed to know the 
laws and ordinances of any State or 
city through which you may be driv 
ing 

Did you ever consider what the law 
says about the right of pedestrians on 
the highway? Don’t take it for grant 
ed that you have all the right of way 
and that it is up to the pedestrian to 
hop when you blow. You need only 
to bump into one such pedestrian to 
discover that he has a whole bookful 
ofr ight that you are bound to observe 
and that you play safe only when you 
make sure the’ pedestrian sees or 
hears you. This is not merely courtesy 
It is the law. : 

It often is though that the neces 
sity for keeping to the right when 
you meet a vehicle or passing it on 
the left when you overtake it, com- 
prise a sort of unwritten law. Look in 
the law ‘ 

It is written, not unwritten. The law 
tells you where you belong on the 
road and where you stand if anything 
happens because you got into the 
wrong place 
Don't take any chances by allow- 
ing members of the family too young 
by law to drive the car without be- 
ing accompanied by a qualified adult 
Don't allow guests or friends to take 
a chance. Investigate what your State 
law says and also what your insur- 
ance policies cover before letting any 
cne but yourself get behind the steer 
ing wheel. Don’t violate the law or 
take chances just to be accommodat- 
ing 
The wise motorist will write to the 
Secretary of State in any outside 
State in which he is to travel and get 
a copy of that State’s motor vehicle 
laws and familiarize him self with 
their important features, but first of 
all he will get a copy of the law for 
his home State and find out what pro 
visions are contained in that law 
which are not familiar to him. The 
best preventive of troubles is obser- 
vance of the letter of the law, and the 
first step in this direction is to read 
the law 
The little trouble you save by that 
neglect will be of small account when 
compared with the trouble. brought on

Shielded Receivers bring new 
Testing Problems 

The newer types of receivers that 
are now becoming popular those that 
sre built into cast aluminum chassis 
and are thoroughly shielded are be- 
coming quite a problem to the repair 
mén When the old type of set would 
“go bad” the repair man had merely 
to remove the set from the cabinet 
and trace out the various circuits and 
connections. Now, however most. of 
the wiring and the parts themselves 
are concealed in the shielding so that 
it is impossible to get to them for 
testing especially while the set is in 
operation 

Now, the only method of making 
most of the tests is through the tube 
sockets Even this is difficult to do ex 
cept for the experienced radio man, 
though very handy testing kits are 
being manufactured for this purpose 
Chese enable the repair man to plug 
the testing board into one of the 
scckets of the receiver The tube from 
the receiver is then used in a socket 
provided on the testing panel In this 
way by means of the meters, the set 
can be checked while in operation 
even though it is pretty well shielded
